Judge R. E. Cofer, Attorney, appeared before the Qouncil with reference
to the olaim of Dr. F. 0. Bolton against the City for edditional services
rendered in oconnection with the TPAL negotiations. The Council took the
metter under advisement.

Councilman Reed entered the Council OChamber.

H. H. Sevier, on behalf of the Library Aesesociestion, extended an invita-
tion to the 0Oity COounoil to visgit their new building located on the blook
south of Wooldridge Park, and 2180 presented o request from sald Association,
asking that the City put in ocurbing from Cuadalupe Street west on Ninthk Street
along said block in order that they may proceed with the beautifying of the
grounds. '

Richard Yett, Attorney, laid before the Counoil claims, in the aggre-
gate of $4158.18, of service car operators for a refund of licenses paid. No
action was taken on the matter.

Mayor McFadden laid before the Ojuncil the following resolution:

Augtin, the Zurich General Accident & Liability Insurance Oo., Ltd., has paid
into the Treasury of the Oity of Austin, to the credit of the Earnings Fund
of the Water, Light & Power Department, the sum of Five Thougand Seven Hundred
and Eighty (85.780.00) Dollaras, in contribution to said settlement,

Now, therefore,

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

That the sum of Eight Thousand Four Hundred & Thirteen ($8,413,00)
Dollars be and the same is hereby appropriated out of tke Earnings Fund of
the Water, Light & Power Department, for the purpose of paying in full the
claim of sald John W. Fritts, and that a warrant for sald amount be issued to
him; and that said warrant be delivered said Fritte, upon the execution and

delivery by him of a release to the City of Austin from all further claims

and demands on account of his gaid injuries, and upon the payment by said
Fritts of the bill of the QOity of Austin for hospital gervioces amounting to
8413.00.
